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1 . MR. HENRI C. BRUGGER, DIRECTOR OF EAST/WEST TRADE 
IN MOTOROLA'S EUROPEAN HEADQUARTERS IN GENEVA CONTACTED 
USDEL REGARDING THE SAME FRENCH EXPORT LICENSING 
PROBLEM OUTLINED IN REF A. BRUGGER POINTED OUT THAT 
PREVIOUSLY FOR THE EXPORT OF SEMICONDUCTORS FROM 
FRANCE TO EASTERN EUROPE, MOTOROLA HAD APPLIED FOR 
FRENCH EXPORT LICENSES AT THE SAME TIME IT SUBMITTED 
APPLICATIONS FOR U.S. RE-EXPORT LICENSES. HOWEVER. 

ABOUT A YEAR AGO THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT INFORMED 
MOTOROLA THAT IT WOULD NOT ACCEPT APPLICATIONS FOR 
EXPORT LICENSES FROM THE FIRM UNTIL THE COUNTERPART 
U.S. RE-EXPORT LICENSES HAVE BEEN ISSUED. AS 
INDICATED REF A BRUGGER STATED THAT. ACCORDING TO THE 
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FRENCH AUTHORITIES, THIS NEW POLICY WAS BEING IMPOSED 
AT THE REQUEST OF THE U.S. GOVERNMENT. HE ALSO 
POINTED OUT THAT, SINCE THE IMPOSITION OF THE NEW 
POLICY, MOTOROLA HAS BEEN EXPERIENCING INCREASED 
DELAYS BECAUSE OF THE FACT THAT NOW THE TIME REQUIRED 
FOR TWO GOVERNMENT EXPORT LICENSES PROCEDURES IS 
CUMULATIVE. BRUGGER INDICATED TO USDEL THAT MOTOROLA 
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WOULD HAVE NO OBJECTION TO THE USE OF ITS NAME IN 
DISCUSSIONS WITH THE FRENCH AUTHORITIES ON THIS 
MATTER. 

2. USDEL CALLED ON FRENCH DEL TO DISCUSS MOTOROLA'S 
PROBLEM. USDEL PREFACED HIS REMARKS BY EXPLAINING 
THAT WHILE HE FULLY UNDERSTOOD THAT THE 
LICENSING PROCEDURES IN FRANCE ARE AN INTERNAL MATTER 
CONCERNING ONLY THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT, HE WAS RAISING 
THE MOTOROLA PROBLEM SINCE IT APPEARED TO BE IN THE 
INTERESTS OF BOTH OF THEIR GOVERNMENTS TO HELP 
EXPEDITE THE EXPORTS OF THIS FIRM S OPERATION LOCATED 

IN FRANCE. AFTER OUTLINING THE SITUATION EXPLAINED 
IN PARA 1 ABOVE, USDEL SAID THAT HE WISHED TO MAKE 
SURE THAT THE FRENCH AUTHORITIES UNDERSTAND THAT, 
CONTRARY TO WHAT MOTOROLA HAS APPARENTLY BEEN TOLD 
BY SOMEONE IN FRENCH GOVERNMENT, THE UNITED STATES 
DOES NOT WISH TO SEE FRENCH LICENSING ACTION HELD 
UP PENDING THE OUTCOME OF U.S. RE-EXPORT LICENSING 
PROCEDURES. 

3. THE FRENCH DEL QUICKLY RESPONDED THAT HIS 
AUTHORITIES FULLY UNDERSTAND THE LATTER POINT MADE 
BY USDEL AND THEN WENT ON TO EXPLAIN THAT THE FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT HAD ON ITS OWN INITIATIVE OVER A YEAR AGO 
MADE A DECISION TO REQUIRE THE ISSUANCE OF U.S. 
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RE-EXPORT LICENSES BEFORE ACCEPTING APPLICATIONS FOR 
THE EXPORT OF SEMICONDUCTORS BY MOTOROLA. THE FRENCH 
DEL EXPLAINED THAT THIS DECISION HAD BEEN MADE BECAUSE 
IT HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN FOUND THAT FRENCH EXPORT 
LICENSE DOCUMENTS AND EXCEPTION REQUESTS TO COCOM 
FREQUENTLY HAD TO BE ALTERED BECAUSE OF CHANGES 
IMPOSED BY U.S. LICENSING AUTHORITIES ON EXPORTS 
PROPOSED BY MOTOROLA. THE REQUIRED CHANGES, HE SAID, 
GREATLY COMPLICATED AND AT TIMES PROLONGED THE 
PROCESSING OF FRENCH EXPORT LICENSES AND EXCEPTION 
REQUESTS. HE WENT ON TO EXPLAIN THAT, FOR THIS 
REASON, THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT BELIEVED THAT EASIEST 
AND MOST EXPEDITIOUS MEANS OF HANDLING THIS PROBLEM 
IS TO REQUIRE THE ISSUANCE OF U.S. RE-EXPORT 
LICENSES BEFORE ACCEPTING COUNTERPART APPLICATIONS 
FROM MOTOROLA. THE FRENCH DEL CLAIMED THAT THE 
DELAYS ON MOTOROLA'S EXPORTS WERE NOT UNDULY DELAYED 
IN FRANCE, IMPLYING THAT DELAY PROBLEM IS ACTUALLY 
IN WASHINGTON. HAVING SAID ALL THIS, THE FRENCH DEL 
DID INDICATE THAT HE WOULD RAISE THE ISSUE ONCE AGAIN 
WITH HIS SUPERIORS, BUT INDICATED THAT HE HAD NO 
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IDEA WHETHER THEY WOULD RECONSIDER THE PRESENT POLICY 
RE MOTOROLA. (FRENCH DEL CLAIMED THAT THIS POLICY 
AFFECTED ONLY MOTOROLA BUT IT SEEMS LIKELY OTHER 
FIRMS MAY HAVE SIMILAR PROBLEMS.) 

4. USDEL RELATED THE FRENCH DEL'S REMARKS TO 

MR. BRUGGER WHO STATED THAT IT WAS NOT TRUE THAT 
THE U.S. LICENSING AUTHORITIES FREQUENTLY IMPOSE 
CHANGES ON MOTOROLA'S PROPOSED EXPORTS, NOTING THAT 
THE USG MERELY APPROVES OR DISAPPROVES THESE EXPORTS. 
HE DID ACKNOWLEDGE, HOWEVER, THE DELAY PROBLEM WAS 
PRIMARILY IN THE U.S. 

5. USDEL SUGGESTED TO BRUGGER THAT, SINCE IT WAS 
NOT TRUE THAT U.S. LICENSING AUTHORITIES FREQUENTLY 
MADE CHANGES IN MOTOROLA'S PROPOSED EXPORTS, THE 
FIRM MIGHT CONSIDER MAKING A DOCUMENTED PRESENTATION 
TO THE FRENCH AUTHORITIES ON THIS POINT. 

BRUGGER SAID HE WOULD CONSIDER THIS IDEA. HE NOTED, 
HOWEVER, THAT EVEN IF THE FRENCH AUTHORITIES ACCEPTED 
MOTOROLA'S CLAIM IN THIS REGARD THEY WOULD STILL 
ARGUE AS THEY HAVE IN THE PAST THAT THERE IS NO 
PURPOSE SERVED BY HAVING FRENCH EXCEPTION REQUESTS 
LYING AROUND IN COCOM FOR MONTHS AWAITING U.S. 
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RE-EXPORT LICENSING ACTION.
